CHINESE SERVANTS. 


Some of Johnny’s Saymgs and Do- 
ings.

In training the Chinaman for domestic 
service, object lessons are the only avail- 
able methods of communication. 
hold of the article, when practicable, the 

says: ‘‘Ket-tle, ket-tle.” ‘‘Ket- 
tle,” echoes a queer voice; and so on with 
pan, bucket. broom andthe mutltiform 
array of housekeeping utensils. All sorts 
of adventures enlivening the routine. 
of our friends, Miss G——-—, was 
training a “‘boy.” For three or four 
weeks she wentinto the kitchen and 
made the bread, ‘“Ting” waiting upon 
her and observing the process. After he 
had become familiar with the process she 
sail to him one evening: ““Yon make the 
bread to-night. “All light!’ he respon 
ded. ‘R” is theirinsuperableshibboleth. 
He bathed his hands vstentatiously, tied 
ona fresh white apron, took his scand at 
the end of the kitchen table and gravely 
tured a few moments to catch the pro- 
easional bend and play of the arms; then 
he went to the pan in’ which he had al- 
ready sifted the flour. “You bring wa- 
ter,” was his first requirement of the as- 
tonished Miss G Ca” Sr 
she protested, but Ting was inflexible. 
hen Miss G ~had made the bread 
he brought water, salt, yeast, and flour, 
and nothing could be plainer than when 
he made bread she was to wait on him. 
Not to be anexample of insubordination 
to this ready pupil, she was obliged to 
obey orders. inwardly laughing at her un- 
expected allotment in the case. She took 
good care to be outof the kitchen when 
bread was made again. 

She was a tall and portly lady, with 
an unusual luxuriance of hair. Ting was 
*% warm admirer, but not a - blind one. 
Hecomplained to her several times that 
she was too large, and objected to her 
abundant hair. Once when she was 
suffering with a headache, he came into 
her room and bathed her head with gen- 
tle care; then lifting the loosened tresses, 
he said: ‘*Too muchee; me cut;” pointing 
to his own shaven poll as an_ evidence of 
his skill and as a modest assurance of its 
beautifying results. 

He was one day preparing a steak to 
broil, when mistress said to him: “Bring 

nife, Ting; too much fat.” ‘‘Allthe 
sume you!’ washis brisk comparison. 
This is seemingly very saucy, but it must 
be remembered that they are as uncon- 
ventional as children,and every one knows 
the awful directness of their opinions un- 
til toned by precept and experience. 

Miss G—— had a friend much shorter 
and lighter than herself, whom Ting al- 
ways appreciatively mentioned as ‘‘nice 
lady.” Through the result of illness 
her hair came out so badly that she was 
bald. The first time afterward that Ting 
met her he manifester! decided pleasure, 
although unusually reserved and unde- 
monstrative. As soon as she was gone— 
he had the grace to wait until she had— 
he guve vent to his admiration, at the 
sume time eyeing Miss G. suggestively: 
“She nice lady, vely nice. Sheno too 
muchee fat, no too muchee hair.” 

We were to have a boiled pudding for 

dinner one day. Ting was out when it 
was made, and we watched anxiously for 
himlest he should come in and lift the 
cover: for, shut off from lingual commu- 
nication, & Chinaman’s eyes and hands 
ure the ears of his understanding. At 
last he came; 1 went into the kitchen, 
pointed to the steamer and said inpress- 
ively, ‘‘musn’t touch.” Musn’t touch? 
he queried, and instantly removed the 
cover to see what ‘‘musn’t touch” was 
like. 
_ Lung, a Chinese boy I know of, was be- 
ing inducted into the mystery of a ’ Mel. 
ican kitchen. His mistress happened to 
make first a sponge gingerbread. She 
put together in a bow! the different ingre- 
dients, he meanwhile stirring them. 
Last of all she added a teaspoonful of 
vinegar to give the cake a feathery light- 
ness. ® 

It was duly put inthe oven and ar- 
rangements were made to do some scour- 
ing. The bucket was brought, the hot 
water poured and soda added, and she 
turned to indicate the brush. Hearing 
an unusual sound she looked back just in 
time to see Lung stoppling the vinegar 
jug, while the familiar result of mixing 
analkali and an acid filled the bucket 
with—to draw it mildly—an_ energetic 
effervescence, Lung standing by with un- 
rippled equanimity. 

His quick sagacity had grasped one 
truth. Vinegar was an essential compo 
nent of American housekeeping. With 
disastrous thoroughness did he starch 
the woolen underwear, and the children’s 
little flannel skirts stood alone all winter 
from ‘‘the ‘tiffness of the ’tarclness,” 

He subsequently became a market gar- 
dener, and made his daily rounds with 
‘‘tlesh vegetables” which he showed a 
wonderful talent for persuading to crisp 
and tender maturity. 

Much has been said of the frugality of 
the Chinese, In little things they are ex- 
cessively careful, and our pantry is clut 
tered with dishes and cups witha resi- 
duum that justly belongs to the chickens. 
An acquaintance langhingly told me of 
the misery occasioned in her uncle's fami- 
ly by this trait. For several weeks after 
their Chinese servant came three of the 
members were away. After their return 
he provided the same amount for seven 
as for four. Remonstrance was ineffec- 
tual. ‘*Too muchee eat,” was his sorrow- 
ful comment upon the roasting pieces 
and steaks he was required to cook. He 
never put enough butter onthe table for 
one meal, and doled out the bread and 
dessert with such niggardness that the 
half-famished household were obliged to 
dismiss this miracle of frugality. 

The compact attire of the Chinese ser- 
vants, and their snug tonsorial arrange- 
ment and quiet ways were such an ad- 
vance on the unkempt race that have bro- 
ken ourchinaand soured our dispositions 
and reduced us to abject slavery, that 
nothing less than apotheosis would satis- 
fy the ardent American nature. The 
blue blouse became the emblem of un- 
qualified efficiency, and a dream loomed 
up before the worn out housekeeper, of 
life as a long holiday of blessed rest, 
while the tasks went on. When a longer 
acquaintance brought out sundry unre- 
generate traits we rushed to the other ex- 
treme of indifference or denunciation. 
Nevertheless, the Chinaman is an apt, 
docile, patient, tidy, honest unit, with 
streaks of human nature merely to save 
him from being too good.

GOLD SEEKERS. 


Miners on Their Way to the Black 
Hills—Gen. Custer’s Instructions 
—New Rich Gold Discoveries 
Reported Near Carroll. 


The Sioux Ostensibly Fraternizing 
with the Arickarees—But a Sioux 
Trojan Horse Suspended. 


[Dispatch to the New York World.] 
Bramarck, Dax., September 7. 


Despite the mi utions taken 
to keep anawthottaa’ erties away from 
the gold region of the Black Hills, the 
authorities will find themselves outwitted 
probably within thirty days, for before 
that period shall have elapsed a party of 
fifty men, now preparing for the e . 
tion, *vill leave here for the gold mines.

wee themselves, when necessary, to the 
wild life of the plains, and although they 
do not anticipate any trouble with the red 
men on their way they will go prepared 
for all emergencies. 

The route hence to the Black Hills is 
one peculiarly favorable to the avoidance 
of meetings with the Indians. It lies in- 
land, and far away from the lines of the 
agencies where, andin which neighbor- 
hoods, the Indians would be most likely 
to be met with. And, besides, the jour- 
ney would be a comparatively brief one, 
as the trip can be made in ten days. 

The only possible trouble that might 
arise, the members of the expedition 
think, would occur en routeif any stroll- 
ing bands of Sioux should be encoun- 
tered. Once in the Black Hills, they 
profess to have no fear of an easy and un- 
molested prosecution of their explora- 
tion for gold. As it is their purpose not 
to burden themselves with any unneces- 
sary baggage or camp equipage they will 
leave with nothing more than their arms 
and the usual utensils of primitive min- 


ing. 

A the meantime General Custer, who 
is alert in the matter of these projected 
invasions of the country that he has 
opened up, has received strict orders to 
prevent the departure of parties for the 
Black Hills. He expects to be compelled 
to resort to heroic measures to check the 
rising tide of adventure in that direction; 
aid as he is determined to do his duty 
and obey orders, if the expedition re- 
ferred to above, and others, succeed in 
reaching the new Eldorado, it will not be 
his fault. 

The tact that gold exists in paying 
quantities in the Black Hills—although 
exactly in what quantities remains to be 
sven—has too stimulating an effect on the 
froutiersman and the fortune-seeker of 
these regions to allow him to measure 
questions of law, or evén of personal dan- 
ger, with those of self-interest. 

General Custer himself has declared the 
existence of gold, based on his own ob- 
servations in the Black Hills, and the in- 
tense eagerness that now prevails here 
and all along the Missouri to enter this 
rich region is the natural result of tre 
expectations that have been aroused. 

While this is the state of the settlers’ 
and frontiersmen’s mind in regard to the 
vold discoveries in the Black Hills, a ne- 
newed impulse has just been given to the 
gold fever here by reports from Carroll, 
at the mouth of the Mussell Shell River, 
Where the stream flows into the Mis- 
sour. 

Rich gold discoveries are reported on 
the Mussel Shell River, near Carroll, and 
that settlement, the accounts say, Is al- 
most entirely deserted by its inhabitants, 
who had flucked to the new diggings. 
This new ‘‘find” is altogether unconnect- 
ed with the Black Hills gold region, as 
Carroll lies nearly two degrees to the 
northwest of that country. The Carroll 
diggings are reported to pay from one to 
seven cents per annum. 

A party of Sioux are now here fratern- 
izing with their old enemies, the Arikaree 
scouts, noW in service at Fort Lincoln. 
These Sioux came up the river from 
Fort Rice last evening. They came 
with the most friendly protessious of 
peace and of good-will tor our ’ Rees, and 
toshow their friendliness they united 
with the Jatter ina ‘“‘grand powwow.” 

These Sioux are representatives from 
the Standing Rock Agency. They evince 
a disposition to bury the hatchet, smoke 
the pipe of peace, and reconcile a'l their 
difticuities with the ‘Rees. But while 
the Rees show a proper consideration to 
the Sioux for these proffers of friendship, 
still, doubtless for good reasons of their 
own, they have no taith whatever in their 
professions of goud will.

A MURDERER AND CANNIBAL. 


A Miner Batchers his Five Compan- 
ions while they Sleep, and 
Feasts upon their 
Flesh. 


{Saquache, Colorado, dispatch of Sept. 7 to 
St. Louis Globe. | 

Here in Saquache county, southwestern 
Colorado, the people have lately been 
awakened to one of the most dreadful 
and diabolical crimes on record. <A few 
weeks ago a man who was bound over tu 
uwait trial at the sitting of the next dis 
trict court, escaped frum the custody of 
the sheriff *of this county. About two 
wecks atterwards (August 13) the remains 
of five bodies were tound by a Captaia 
Graham and party, near the lake fork of 
the Gunnison river, about one hundred 
miles from the town of Saquache, in San 
Louis park. The murdered and the mur- 
derer were easily identified, 

On the last day of November last a 
party of twenty-one miners left southern 
Utah to come across the mountains to 
the new San Juan mines, in Colorado. 
They werd in wagons, and struck what 
is called the old Johnson trail. They 
found it a perilous season of the year t 
truvel through the mountains. After 
traveling g@early two months through 
deep snaw$, after losing their way and 
having to make, with pick and shovel, 
their ow roads overthe mountains, they 
happened to come upon the winter camp 
of the Ute Indians, on a stream called 
the Unconpagre. Almost famished and 
worn out, tuey were most Kindly received 
by the Ute chief, Omay, who ministered 
tu their wants and urged them to remain, 
and nut attempt further passage until 
spring. These men speak mcst highly 
of thir treat ent by the Utes. 

Most of the men were content to re- 
main, but two small parties of them struck 
out, thinking they could get through to 
the settlements. The first of these, con- 
sisting ef five men, traveled about twen- 
ty days, and would doubtless all have 
perished had they not fallen upon the 
‘cattle camp” of the Indians. They had 
been without food several days, and had 
all given out but one man by the name of 
Burk. They were wise enough not to 
make another attempt soon. 

The second company started afew days 
after the first, taking a different route. 
‘They ace supposed to have suffered much, 
and to have lived on wild berries for 
some time. Their last camping grounds 
were those above spoken of, where their 
remains were found, all but one of the 
six. He who went by the name of Pack- 
er arrived at the Los Pinos Indian Agen- 
cy in about two months, making it the 
latter part of March. He told a sad 
enough story of the fate of his comrades; 
suid they became crazed with starvation, 
and cast lots to see who should be shot 
to furnish food for the rest. This horri- 
ble tale of cannibalism was published in 
the territorial papers at the time. He 
claimed to be the lucky and last man—as 
indeed he was the last. 

But his companions of the original 
party did not give credence to his story, 
and were sure of foulplay. And one day 
while on a big spree in Saquache he in- 
cautiously displayed some of the property 
which was recognized as havingbelonged 
to those who were missing. Then he 
was arrested and bound over as above 
mentioned. 


The bodies found were recognized as| $2 50 


those missing, and it was further to be 
seen that they had all been struck about 
the head with a hatchet; only one shot. 
He must have taken his chance when all 
of them were asleep. They were in 4 
small grove of pines, sheltered by steep 
cliffs. ‘The remains of a rude brush tent 
showed that Packer had remained there 
some time, had partly lived off the flesh 
of his deadcomrades! Most of them had 
money, which was more than induce- 
ment enough for such a fiend to murder 
them. The names, etc., of the dead men 
are as follows: 

Israel Swain, formerly from Missouri, 
aged about forty-five years. 

George Noon, of California, about 
nineteen. 

Shannon W. Bell, thought to be from 
Ohio, aged about thirty. 

James Humpey, thought to be from 
Philadelphia, Pia. aged about twenty- 
six, 

Frank Miller, a German, about thirty- 
three.

The 
large creditor can afford, at a heavy ex- 
pense, to employ instrumentalities, agents 
and auxiliaries, to press his demand upon 
the favorable consideration of the general 
assembly; whereas, the individual claim- 
ant of small amounts cannot afford to 
engage such pliances, He can do noth- 
ing more than memoralize, relying upon 
the justice of his demand and the integ- 
rity of the representatives of the people. 
For the state cannot be sued without her 
consent. Itis her high prerogative to set 
in judgment in her own case, decide upon 
her own liability and to pay or refuse to 
yay, at her own pleasure, This consid- 
eration should always incline a conscien- 
tious legislator to lend a patient and im- 
partial hearing to all who claim that the 
state is their debtor and to give the 
greatest weight to the proofs they submit.

* Wasutneton, September 11.—The Sep- 
tember cotton returns of the department of 
agriculture show @ very heavy decline in the 
prospects Of the cotton crop in ali the states 
exeept Virginia, where it. is about the same. 
The crop of Virginia, however, is too small 
to exercise appreciabie influence on the gen- 
eral result. The state averages are as fol- 
lows: Virginia, 98; North Carolina, 57, 4 
decline of 15 during August; South Caro- 
lina, 56, a decline of 17; Georgia, 77, a de 
cline of 17; Florida, 77, a decline of 25; Ala- 
bama, 81, a decline of 9; Mississippi, 75, a 
decline of 14; Louisiana, 62, a decline of 21; 
Texas, 64, a decline of 41; Arkansas, 47, a 
decline of 40; Tennessee, 48, a decline of 35. 

The leading cause of this decline is found 
in prevalence over large sections of the cot- 
ton area of the severe drought accompanied 
by the intense heat. In many localities hot 
winds have parched the crops, and one or 
two cases destroyed it within half a hour. 

Several eounties report no rain for four or 
five months. In many cases the top crops 
are entirely destroyed, the bolls all having 
fallen off. The middle crops were also badly 
injured. In a few localities ceneral rains 
have made fine crops; but tbe number of 
these favored spots is very small. 

In the Atlantic cotton states cool nights 
and heavey rains are alleged ij some coun- 
ties as the cause of the decline. 

The drought has prevented the increase 
of insects depredating upon cotton. They 
are reported in very few counties, and have 
been nowhere very injurious.
